less we should have some manner of pro- 
tection which would encourage American 
shipping, na the greater wo become as ex- 
porters and importers the greater becomes 
our ocean freight bills, amounting to tens 
of thousands of dollars u day. 


Commissioner-General of the Immigra- 


tion Bureau evidently sees danger to the 
country in the practically unrestricted 
and increasing tide of immigration com- 
ing into the country. 
"I 
am not an 


alarmist," he says, "but no ono can sit at 
this desk and study the reports that come 
to us on every phase of the immigration 
question 
without appreciating the peril 


which threatens should hard times come 
to this country. " Mr. Sargent's statement 
has caused 
considerable editorial com- 


ment. 
Such papers as the New York Tri- 


bune and the Philadelphia Record assert 
that we are capable of advantageously 
assimilating 
all this immigration and 


think that much of the talk about ir 
creased immigration is a '"sensa*'.onal 
alarm." The R jcord says that rjen emi- 
grate to better their conditlrii, that tney 
therefore have some pluck and enterprise 
and are desirable to a country needing 
laborers. The Kansas City Journal, how- 
ever, calls the Record's attention to the 
fact that the bulk of the immigration last 
year was not composed of people desiring 
to better their condition, but of gangs of 
humans drummed up by agents of the 
steamship companies. Huns, Italians and 
the like, they immediately formed colon- 
ies, for the greater part in our large cities, 
where they are living today in filth and 
squalor. 
They do not come into the 


country; they are imported. 
The immi- 


grants from Northern Europe are desir- 
able; they go out on the land and make 
good citizens; those coming from South- 
ern Europe are as a class objectionable. 


At the sixteenth annual convention of 


the State League of Republican Oluba 
held at Wilkesbarre on Tuesday in a 
speech to 3,000 citizens, Governor Penny- 
pacuer reviewed the work of his eight 
months' administration.

What I* a Mon-PartUin Judge?

The good people of Bucks county are 


supposed to'nave been enjoying the ad- 
ministration of a non-partisan Judge for 
a good many years. 


Considering that the coming election 


not far off, a little imjuiry into just what 
this moans will not bo'out of place. A non- 
partisan judge is one that will not allow 
bin official nets to be influenced by a party 
feeling. 
That .is one definition. 
Another 


is, one that is so popular as to be elected 
by the combined effort of all parties. 
A 


third would bo, one without any party 
affiliations. 


These three definitions (Jover about the 


whole ground and <;n« laying claim to be- 
ing a non-partisan Judge must at least 
fulfil one of these conditions. 
Taking 


the first definition and for the sake of 
argument. aHsuming that Judge Yerkes 
fulfils it;—iu what respect does he differ 
from other Judges? 


Is it not the first duty of every Judge to 


lay aside party feeling in the administra- 
tions of his office? 
And as a matter of 


fact they practically all do it; or even if 
they do not all do it, they all ought to do 
it. 
So that he can- claim DO distinction 


on this ground. Be can not maintain hie 
ctairh ucdcr the second definition, as a 
glunce at the figures evolved at his. last 
election plainly shows. Ten years ago he 
hud a scarcely respectable majority of 213 
votes, and his opponent was an alien at 
that. 
As for the third definition it is a 


well known fact that Judge Yerkes has 
always been a Democrat, 


Thus, his claims to non-partisanship 


when sifted out are seen to amount to 
just nothing. If he proposes to succeed 
himself, he will have to work into the 
campaign something more tangible than 
this exploded claim. Tho live question 
with Judge Yerkes li, 
whether he is 


8u31ciently popular to command the few 
votes that are likely to decide the matter. 


There is quite a contingent of demo- 


cratic voters that think twenty years a 
long while—at any rate quite long enough 
in this instance. 
That think further, 


that if Judge Yorkes was relegated to pri- 
vate life, it would be an absolute benefit 
to him; inasmuch as it would give him an 
opportunity to 
recover some of that 


urbanity tlutt adorned his more youthful 
days. 


The natural tendency of a long lease of 


power is to make any judge arrogant and 
oblivious 
to the 
minor rights of tho 


pooiilp rishts which are not protected by 
laws enacted by the Legislature, but sup- 
posed to lie protected by laws of courtesy. 


Thinks Presbyterian Union Not Far 


Distant. 


Rev. 
Dr. R. P. Ooyle, Moderator of the 


General 
Assembly of the Presbyterian 


Church, who has just returned to his home 
in Denver, Ool., from a tour in the East, 
believes that tho time is not far distant 
when the 
twelve (lifierent Presbyterian 


Churches in tho United States will be- 
come one. 


This probability, he says, is due to the 


reconstructing of the creed ot his denomi- 
nation, which took place last May. Cal- 
viniatic and Armiuian lines, which have 
lona kept his and the Cumberland Presby- 
terian Church separated, have now, he 
says, been effaced, and at present no dis- 
tinctions, other than ceremonial, ueparate 
the two great religious orders that began 
as one in the days of Cromwell. Continu- 
ing, 
he said: 


"Another step thut our Church took in 


the last General Assembly in May, and 
one that tends toward the unity idea, is to 
emphasize Christian 
education. 
With 


intcljecual development many sordid dis- 
tinctions that tend to keep Churches sepa- 
rated will be obliterated. 


"Our Church now has an Educational 


Committee, and upon it has been, imposed 
tho duty of raising $12,000,000 for educa- 
tional purposes. Most of this money will 
be spimt upon schools iu the West, for 
our institutons of learning in tho Bast are 
in good shape financallly," 


liev. Ira Landrith, a member of the 


Cumberland Presbyterian Committee on 
Fraternal 
Union, 
of Nashville, Tenn., 


said, when shown Dr. Coyle's interview: 


"Committees representing the Cumber' 


laud and Presbyterians and the Northern 
Presbyterian 
Church will hold a joint 


meeting in St. Louis on October 1 to con- 
sider a basis of union. 


"Our 
own 
denomination 
has shown 


from the first a most cordial spirit favor- 
able to union if it can be accomplished 
upon terms mutually satisfactory to tho 
Churches concerned.

byterian Churches and our own."

HISTORY OF THE INSTITUTION. 
The Farmers National Bank of Bucks 


county was chartered by the Legislature 
in 1814, being one of twenty-seven banks 
chartered under one bill. The act provid- 
ed for dividing the State into twenty- 
seven 
districts, 
fixed 
the number of 


banks for each district, and the number 
of shares they were authorized to issue. 
The Bucks county bank had the authority 
to issue 8000 shares, $25 each. Governor 
Snyder vetoed the bill. His veto message 
was lengthy, in which he set forth the 
danger of adding eo large an amount of 
paper money as provided by the 
bill 


($9,525,090) to the currency. He declared 
it would have a tendency to unsettle 
values and demoralize the business of the 
country. 
The Legislature 
made some 


changes in the bill and it was passed. 


Books were opened for the subscription 


of stock on the 8th day of August, 1814, 
and continued until the 19th, when the 
stock was all subscribed. 


On the 15th day of December following, 


the stockholders held a meeting at the 
house of Harman Michenor, in Middle- 
town, for the purpose of organizing,' and 
agreeing upon a place for the banking 
house. 
Hulmeville was selected, and a 


board 
of 
directors was 
chosen who 


organized by the election of John Hulme 
for president, and George Harrison for 
cashier. The bank remained in Hulme 
ville until 1830, when it was removed to 
Bristol, and located in the building now 
occupied by Dr. H. Pursell, corner of Mil 
and Cedar streets. 


Previous to the opening of the bank for 


business the president was directed to pro 
cure a large chest to be made of oak 
plank, and have it nned and covered with 
sheet iron, to be secured by strong locks 
and bolts, with secret fastenings. 
When 


the bank was removed to Bristol the oak 
chest 
with its secret fastenings, was 


placed in the banking room near the win 
daw. 
During banking hours the lid was 


raised for convenience and the contents 
exposed to view. 


In 1833 the bank was moved to its pres- 


ent beautiful location on Radcliffe street 
on the river bank. The building v.as built 
by James Craig for a Bummer residence in 
1818 at a cost $15,000. Mr. Craig was a 
nephew-of Nicholas Biddle, president ol 
'the Bank of the United States, and 
modelled the structure after the old Bank 
of the United States building, now known 
as the Philadelphia Custom House and 
was built by the same architect. 
The 


Bristol bank ia one of the few specimens 
of p urely Grecian architectnre now met 
with and presents an imposing appear- 
ance. After the death of Mr. Craig it was 
purcbasedjby the bank people and fitted 
up as a modern financial institution, and 
the oaken cheat was put away and is kept 
as a memento of old time honesty and 
simplicity. 
ffJosepb Hulme, as stated, was the first 
president, in 1818; John Newbold, the 
second, in 1821; Anthony Taylor, in 1823; 
John Passon, in 1838; Anthony Barton, 
in 1850; Caleb N. Taylor, in 1874; Pierson 
Mitchell, 
in 1888, and Benjamin 
J. 


Taylor, the present incumbent, in 1894. 


The hank has had but five cashiers dur- 


ing its existence. George Harrison 'was 
succeeded by William Newbold in 1823; 
Robert 0. Beatty was elected to the office 
in 1827; Charles T. Iredell in 1867, and 
Charles E. Scott in 1882. 


Plans have been considered for the re- 


modelling pE the interior of the bank and 
fitting It ap with the> latest improved fix- 
tares, etc., but the exterior, with its' 
quaint style, will be preserved.

THK JUSIOB MECHANICS REVIEWED. 


William L. Bell and Doron Green at 


tended the annual session of the "loyal 
State Council, Junior Order of Unite( 
American Mechanics, which was held a! 
Bethlehem last week. They report thai 
the session was 
harmonious and very 


largely attended. The secretary's report 
showed an increase of 2,500 members dur- 
ing tha last su mouths. The total mem- 
bership in the State is 35,000. Many loyal 
members who are connected with disloya. 
councils, are transferring their member- 
ship into loyal councils, which is weaken- 
ing the rebellion. At the recent session 
of the National Council a resolution was 
adopted withdrawing the endorsement ot 
the Funeral Benefit Association, which 
organization is io control of the Insurgent 
element, and as a result the civil law com- 
pelled its promoters to change the name 
of the association, which is now no longer 
identified with the Junior Order, 
A case 


is now pending in Common Pleas Court, 
No. 4, of Philadelphia, the deciding of 
which will establish the status of the two 
rival State Concils in Pennsylvania. If 
the decision favors the loyal body tbe 
backbone of tbe rebellion will be broken, 
ae a change of name wold be necessary in 
order to continue the organization, and 
this would not be tolerated by a large 
majority of the councils in the rebellion. 


The loyal State Councils of Pennsyl- 


vania, as well as thn National body, have 
done everything possible to bring about a 
peaceful settlement of tbe differences 
which exist between themselves and the 
insurgents, even agreeing to sn equal 
division of the offices of the State Coun- 
cil, but all efforts have been unsuccessful. 
The insurgents, in their nlltimatum to the 
National Council,recommended a reorgani- 
zation in which that body was robbed ot 
its dominion, and the various State Coun- 
cils Invested with sovereign powers. An 
effort to compromise was made, 
but 


proved futile, and finally in utter (disgust 
both the National and State bodies have 
discharged their arbitration committees, 
and are urging the members to unite in a 
grand effort to build up the order, 
A s a 


result a new era of prosperity has dawned 
upgn the organization, and from the en- 
couraging reports received from all over 
the United States, it is presumed this 
current year will be one of the most pros- 
perous in the history of the organization. |

Bristol Is Left Out. 


The National Basket Ball League will 


start with a five-club circuit this season. 
Thia important move was determined 
Tuesday night at a meeting in Philadel- 
phia when the magnates turned down the 
possible sixth club, Bristol, by an unani- 
mous vote. John F. Smith, who piloted 
the Bristol team to the championship in 
1901-02, and then sold his team last year, 
applied again fora franchise at the At- 
lantic Oity meeting last month. He was 
practically granted tbe franchise on the 
spot, but as the league had but little idea 
under what conditions he wanted to re- 
enter tbe organization held back its final 
decision until last night. Mr. Smith was 
bought ont by Obarles S. Reber at tbe start 
of last season. For falling to live up to 
league requirements Reber was disfran- 
chised at the end of tbe season, and his 
good faith money posted with the league 
was seized. 


Smith desired to enter under conditions 


that did away with the Bristol club posting 
a forfeit, as he asserted that he had a 
claim on tbe league on financial matters 
that were involved in his deal with Reber, 
but would call all matters square if tbe 
league would admit Bristol without tbe 
customary guarantee. This was not to the 
liking of the magnates present and they 
voted down his application. 


With the Bristol application out of the 


league business the players wh* were en- 
rolled in tbe transfer from Smith to Reber 
reverted to the league as its personal prop- 
erty. The clubs were requested to bid for 
their services, with the understanding that 
the salaries due them from last year would 
be paid when signing with tbe teams. 
Oamden made a bid for John Plant, as did 
Burlington. The latter club also bid for 
Charley Klein. Hough and Len Plant will 
go to Trenton. Nobody made a Did for 
Mnlliner, as it is presumed that the elon- 
gated centi e man has signed with one of 
the Mew England League teams.

"Except for those who htue an espe- 


cial aptitude lor it— and they are few- 
high diving is a dangerous pastime to 
Indulge -in," said a diving expert the 
other tiay. "A good dher may occa- 
sionally lose his balance, but, being 
generally cool headed, he can regain It, 
or at any rate sullieiently bo as to pre- 
vent injury to himself. 


"In the majority of cases deafness is 


the most frequent injury inflicted by 
diving. The cause ot this in that few 
find It easy to drop the head sufficiently 
to get it well between the arms. The 
result Is they receive some tremendous 
blows on the head, and if the water is 
struck n bit sideways the ear gets most 
of tlie concussion, and the result will 
frequently be a rupture of the mem- 
brane of the tympanum. A good pre- 
ventive for such an accident is to place 
in tlie cars a little medicaV'd wool or 
cotton dipped in oil. 


"Another injury to health caused fre- 


quently by diving arises from getting 
large quantities of water into the lungs. 
The extent of the harm done In cases 
of this sort depends on the condition of 
the water as to its cleanliness. I have 
often seen boys, for instance, dive into 
water at places where it was absolute-i 
ly filthy from the evacuation of drain- 
age into it. The danger to health, es- 
pecially to those with not overstrong' 
constitutions, can readily be seen. 


"The higher the dive the longer, of 


course, will be the duration under wa- 
ter. 
Now, an inexperienced diver Is 


rarely able to hold his breath under 
water for more than a second or two 
at a time, and If the dive is an unusu- 
ally high one he will in nine cases out 
of ten give up the struggle in trying to 
retain his breath and Invariably, too, 
just before his head reaches the sur-, 
face. 
The result not infrequently is 


that the water that has escaped into' 
his lungs and stomach is far more than 
is good for him, and to many It is posi- 
tively injurious. 


"The best thing I know of to bring 


one quickly to the surface in high div- 
ing is to have a piece of cork fastened 
under each armpit. 
Corks weighing 


four ounces each are sufficiently strong 
in buoyancy for a man of 150 pounds 
in weight There are many devices by 
which the corks can be kept secured 
under the armpits. Terhaps the sim- 
plest is to sew each cork into a tight 
fitting canvas or cotton bag nnd then 
again sew each bag on to the bathing 
suit oy a couple of strands, allowing 
the strands to run over the shoulders. 


"Those with weak hearts," the expert 


added, "cannot be too strongly advised 
against high diving. The spring, the 
rush through space, the break and the 
entering and cleaving of the water are 
altogether too exciting for weak hearts, 
and especially so in cold weather"— 
Philadelphia Ledger.
